Banking Regulation Bill Buried 


AUSTIN 


An insurance regulation bill was 
expected to be reported out of con- 
ference committee early this week 
stripped of what appears to be 
a special exemption for A. B. Shoe- 
make’s U.S. Trust and Guaranty 
Company of Waco. 


H. B. 39, which places insurance 
companies under regulation of the 
Board of Insurance Commissioners, 
contains provisions which would 
exempt the company, as this news- 
paper reported last week. Shoe- 
make’s Senate friends are under- 
stood to have given up their fight 
for these special provisions last 
week. 


Meanwhile, The Texas Observer 
learned that Rep. Tom Joseph of 
Waco is angry that the Senate 
Banking Committee has buried in 
subcommittee Joseph’s H. B. 240, 





which requires that any company 
accepting deposits and _ lending 
money must comply with the State 
Banking Code. The House passed 
the bill overwhelmingly. 

Shoemake’s statewide United 
Service Group, including U.S. Trust 
and Guaranty, accepts deposits and 
lends money but is not regulated in 
this activity by either the Board 
of Insurance Commissioners or the 
Banking Commission. 


The Texas Observer has obtained 
a copy of a report on Shoemake’s 
companies by the Better Business 
Bureau of Austin. It is pointed out 
that U.S. Trust and Guaranty ad- 
vertising refers to certified draft 
accounts which “are currently pay- 
ing full 5 percent per annum.” 


Since the Shoemake companies 
are organized under the Texas In- 
surance Code, none of them is sub- 


ject to supervision by the State 
Banking Department, and “no fin- 
ancial statements are submitted to 
the Banking Department for analy- 
sis,” the report says. The Insurance 
Commission wrote on Sept. 10, 1954, 
that it has no authority to inter- 
vene in Shoemake’s “non-insurance 
activity.” 

It is indicated that most of the 
funds accepted by the companies 
are invested “primarily in automo- 
bile paper,” the report says. 

“U.S.” in U.S. Trust and Guar- 
anty’s name _ stands for “United 
Service.” Savings accounts with the 
company are not insured up to $10,- 
000 against loss by the F.D.LC. of 
the U.S. Government, says the re- 
port. 

The report also says that the 
Austin bureau has received no 
complaints about the Shoemake

Repudiation of the minutes of the Veterans’ Land Board 
by Allan Shivers and John Ben Shepperd is based on an 
elaborate evasiveness. 

These two members of the Board tell the truth in their 
affidavits. of course; no one doubts that. But what truth do 
they tell? That they did not formally make motions re- 


corded in the minutes of certain meetings; that they did not 
formally approve block deals. 

Testimony from Laurence C. Jackson shows that the Land 
Board meetings were informal; that formal motions were 
rarely made; and that all the deals were approved inform- 
ally. None of the Board members, Shivers, Shepperd, or 
Bascom Giles, formally voted to approve the deals. 

It is an elementary fact of state government that a state 
board cannot get money out of the state treasury without 
an order from a majority of the members of the board. 
State Auditor C. H. Cavness confirms this fact. The order to 
the state treasury from the board was the vital thing. 

Shivers, Shepperd, Giles, and their subordinates sat at 
those board meetings legally charged with the knowledge of 
the law. Shivers and Shepperd were not “ex oficio’’ mem- 
bers; the people had elected them to the Board in a consti- 
tutional amendment. They knew the warrants were being 
issued. To swear that they did not actually vote for the 
spending of the $100 million tax money is merely to indict 


themselves for negligence. For Shepperd to say the board 
spent the money without his knowing how it was being 
spent is an incredible admission coming from the chief 
lawyer of Texas. Such thoughtless performance of state 


duties is like signing checks without looking at the sums 

It is also somewhat sickening to read the other affidavits 
put in the board’s minutes—affidavits from the chief clerk 
of the Land Office, who often presided over meetings in the 
absence of Giles, from assistants to Shivers and Shepperd, 
and from just ahout everybody else who might bear part of 
the responsibility for the program. 

The House Investigating Committee members ike 
logs the other night and failed to ask Land Commissioner 
Earl Rudder a single question about the legal responsibility 
of all three board members. One can wager in advance that 
the committee members in their report will join the length- 
ening parade of people who point their fingers at one man. 
and one man only.

It is probably not unusual fo! 
many of us to spend several hours 
a day listening to radio while 
claiming to become nauseated at 
the mere sight of television. By 
now it is quite common to read the 
funnies religiously on Sunday and 
attack the comic book industry on 
Monday 

It may be these seeming incon- 
sistencies of our communication 
preferences are really healthy re- 
actiéns to rapidly changing social 
and industrial circumstances. It is 
quite likely though that our atti- 
toward television or comics 
or Hi-Fi, like our other attitudes 
are only partly scientific and quite 
individual. 

If you like radio it is probably 
a specific program you like, not the 
medium. If you abhor television it 
may not be the sound-and-picture 
which basically offends you but the 
program offerings. When you take 
stock of your own personal reasons 
for liking or disliking movies, com- 
ics, radio, television, newspapers, 
magazines, pocketbooks, or Hi-Fi, 
and when you assess the opinions 
of your friends, the great diversity 
of views is clear. 

Broadcasting makes strange bed- 
fellows because there is an ever- 
changing complex of community 
needs and special interests. It is 
for this reason that our communi- 
cations media would do well to re- 
orient their aims away from the 
pursuit of mass audiences and 
toward the need for particular 
kinds of programs for particular 
segments of the population.

In 
January of 1946, Goff was jailed in 
Denver on a charge of passing a 
hot check. He did not deny passing 
the check, but blamed his arrest 
on a mysterious plot by Moscow 
agents. (The check was for a small 
sum and the sentence was deferred 
for a year.) 

Dr. Ella Lonn, a Maryland Min- 
ute Woman whom Close calls a 
“noted historian,” paid her San An- 
tonio colleagues a visit on Novem- 
ber 13, 1953.

Shivers did hedge on one point 
concerning Stevenson. To a ques- 
tion whether he would again refuse 
to back Stevenson regardless of 
whom the Republicans might pick, 
Shivers said: 

“No, no, certainly not.”

Shivers has been carrying on a 
running feud with the past chair- 
man, Stephen Mitchell. Mitchell 
warned last week that “70 per cent” 
of the convention will be against 
seating Shivers and others who 
switched to Eisenhower in 1952. 

There was talk among embittered 
Texas liberals after the meeting 
that Senator Lyndon Johnson and 
Rayburn had apparently been be- 
hind the “peace at any price” ma- 
neuvers. Johnson was Shivers’ host 
in Washington, and honored him 
once with a luncheon. Rayburn’ re- 
portedly was not quite so chummy 
with Shivers.
